The tonosilk are pow regarded as use- 
leas und ‘often dangerous structures, 
They xhould be removed, as a rule, 
when adenoids ure taken out and espe- 
cially whep there is a history of fre- 
quent sofe throat or tonsilitis, En- 
larged tonsils are naturaliy irritating 
and obstructive, but often cot so dan- 
gerous as smaller adherent dr submerg- 
ed tonsils, which collect germs and in- 
fectious matter, it is now believed 
that such tonsils are often responsible | 
for attacks of rheumatic fever, and a 
history of such trouble should always 
eall for removal of the tonsils, whether 
or nor they bave shown any evidence 
of diseane.

Bermuda is a cameo set in liquid 
opal. Within the fringe of outlying 
reefs the water is mottled by the 
tints of the ledges and sea growths 
beneath it. This opal effeet com- 
prises. all the water immediately , sur- 
rounding the erescent-shaped chain oi 
islands. Seen from one of the heights 
of the islands Bermuda is. un intuglic 
for from every height surrounded hy 
the sea the water at a little distance 
looks higher than the land. The in- 
taghio seems carved with picturesque 
irregularity. 

Bermuda is one of the cleanest in- 
habited spots in the world. There is 
no leyél grownd there, every shower 
flushes the islands into the bays and 
the outgoing tides carry the rain 
eweepings to sea. ‘The dust is «6 
heavy ‘that except in a stiff breeze is 
doesn’t rise as high as the roofs oi 
the low. buildings and it never reaches 
the higher og jr where sit the pic: 
turesque villas of the winter residents. 

There aré no fresh water springs 
in Bermuda. The islands depend for 
drinking water upon rain caught oo 
the roofs. It is as clear as spring 
water and it never has any bad ef- 
fect on tourists. The ioe, frozen arti 
ficially from the rain water, is used 
freely in the water drunk, for it is 
as clear as the’ rain itself, : 

The cement roofs for catching water 
are a feature of Bermuda. Almost 
every buildi has. one, They show 
as white patches amid the verdure of 
the hillsides and add to the camec 
like appearance of the towns ane 
their surroundings. Even the roofs of 
the churches are designed to ca\ab 
wel

For a pale pink use crimson lake with 
quite @ Jittle water; Lavender is a com- 
bination of orim@eon lake and new or 
prussian blue, The best green for this 
work is sap green, which comes in small 
china pans. The beauty of all coloring 
lies in the mannec of applying the paint 
so that the luster of the material is not 
made dull. This applies more to the 
panne velvet and satin,
